Then we 
crossed the gull to Newfoundland 
and rode the 600 miles across New­ 
foundland on a narrow-gauge rail­ 
road to St Jo h n ’s I had to walt two 
days there for the coastal steamer 
th at brought me up to St. Anthony. 
T hat is a usual two-day boatride, 
but we had to anchor in a harbor for 
two days because of a storm I left 
June 4th and arrived here June 15. 
I ’ve never seen so many .soldiers as 
I did in Canada, except maybe in a 
parade, and I traveled part way un­ 
der m ilitary escort On the boat from 
Canada. I m et a medical student 
from Erie on his way here. He took 


war boomtown The main tiling I re­ 
member of it is

weather I wa cold there and shiv­ 
ered constantly for four weeks. The 
town is full of Canadian and Ameri­ 
can .soldiers, army trucks and trac­ 
tors. It s very hard to get hotel ac­ 
commodations, even by reservation. 
The town is built on a very steep 
hill, the m ain street being along the 
waterfront. The harbor is m agni­ 
ficent- a very narrow entrance, pro­ 
tected by high bluffs.

S boat, th at had been 
used in St Jo h n ’s as a troop ship 
until living quarters for the soldiers
